Much Talk About Hoof and 
Mouth Disease and Irish 
Cattle 


LONDON, Dec. .7—(Canadian Press 
Cable)—In moving the second read- 
ing of the bill to move the Canadian 
cattle embargo in the house of com- 


mons today, Sir Robert Sanders, min- 
ister Of agriculture, said the measure 
was necessary in order to carry out 
the agreement reached with Canada. 
There was, however, the question of 
animals landed from Ireland, which 
he _ proceeded to explain. 

The bill which had been introduced 
for the removal of the cattle emba:- 
go, Bir Robert continued, would mest 
the strongly expressed wishes of the 
representatives of Canada. They at- 
tached enormous i1.portance, not 
only to the bill being passed, bu* 
they desired that it be placed on the 
statute book as quickly as possible. 
This was being done, he said, because 
one of the great dominions had asked 
for it, and it was for that reason, and 
that alone, that he asked the house 
to accede 
he certainly would have joined in do- 
preciating on moat occasions. 

Mr. Lambert said that cattle 
from Canada should be subjected to 
the same thirty days quarantine as 
was imposed oun cattle from Great 
Britain. 

Sir Robert Sanders interrupting, 
said clause two applied not to store 
cattle, but breeding cattle, and the 
Canadians had undertaken that what- 
ever regulations were made should ve 
reciprocated, 

Mr. Lambert said this reply met 
one of his objections, but it did not 
apply to Canadian store cattle, which 
could be admitted without quarantine, 
and h's contention was that the same 
period should apply to Canadian store 
cattle as to British cattle, 


Predicts Peace 
‘For Ireland In 
Next Five Years 


NEW YORK. Dec. 7—A prediction 
that Ireland within five years will be- 
come peaceful and ;prosperoug under 
the British, as South Africa is today, 
summed up the opinion expressed by 
Sir Gilbert Parker, noted author, re- 
garding the recent events which have 
established the Irish Free State. 

Sir Gilbert ie on a lecture tour in 
the United States with his headquart- 
ers in New York. In an interview 
published today he stated that though 
the Ir'sh people both those in south- 
ern Ireland and those in Ulster have 
committed many crimes, that ultim- 
ately they will establish “a powerful, 
pay for the guilty.”

| PARIS, Dec. 7.—Premier Poin- 
| care leaves at noon tomorrow for 
| London to attend the conference 
of allied premiers which is re- 
garded by many here as the last 
great effort of the entente to 
reach an agreement on Germany's 
reparations bill before France sets 
out independently to collect in 


her own way.

The meeting is looked upon in 
many respects as the most important 
since the Armistice, involving as it 
does the continuance of friendly co- 
operation between France and Great 
Britain. A lesser, but none the less 
important factor is the prevailing 
impresvion that M. Poincare's pollit- 
ical existence is at stake in the policy 
for which the proposed Brussels fi- 
nancial conference stands.

The successful handling of the 
public utilities is one of the most 
important duties of the city coun- 
cil and commissioners. To give 
satisfactory service to the public 
at a reasonable price and at the 
same time show a profit on opera- 
tion is the object to be achieved. 
In his address to the electors 
Mayor Duggan claims that he has; 

“Converted a loss of $117,482 

for the first ten months of 1920 

on public utility operation into 

a profit of $278,521 for the first 

ten months of 1922.’’ 

A gain of nearly $400,000 in 
two years is good work—so good 
as to merit careful examination. 
Tt is not difficult to believe that 
the management of the utilities in 
1922 has been more efficient and 
economical than in 1920, but it is 
difficult to realize that the differ- 
ence in economy and efficiency 
alone would amount to such a 
large sum. 

Of the utilities the telephone ir 
the only one.not dependent-on the 
power plant. The gain or loss on 
electric light, waterworks and 
street railway depends largely on 
the amount charged for power. A 
reference to the figures shows that 
in 1920 there was a remarkable 
drop in the profits on electric light 
and waterworks and an equally 
remarkable increase in street rail- 
way deficit. In 1919 the electric 
light showed a profit of $118,110, 
and in 1921 $113,874, but in 1920 
its profit was only $39,723. In 
1919 the waterworks showed a 
profit of $48,475, and in 1921 $42,. 
500, but in 1920 it was only $10,- 
990, In 1919 the street railway 
showed a loss of $59,674, and in 
1921 a loss of $48,533 while in 1920 
the loss was $200,191. It will be 
seen that a comparison between 
1919 and 1921, so far as electric 
light and waterworks is concern- 
ed, is to the disadvantage of 1921,
